Julia Arevalo de Roche and Armando Gonzalez returned to Montevideo from Paris 
via Britis: South American Airways on 19 May 1919, after attending the World 
Congress fer Peace at Paris as representatives of the CPU. Ricardo Paseyro, 
who also aitended the Paris conference as a delegate of the CPU, has not yet 
returned tc Uruguay and no information is available as to his whereabouts. 


On 25 May J949, source reported that the meeting of Communist leaders, which 
was, schedi..ed to be held in Montevideo during the latter part of May to co= 
ordinate >reparations for the Mexican congress, has been postponed. Some of 
the Soumu.ists who were to attend have encountered problems which have pre~ 
vented thiir traveling to Montevideo for the time being. * : i 


Another s.urce overheard a conversation on 21 May at the headquarters of the 
Comaunis!-front organization Casa de Espana between the Spanish Communist 
leader, ‘enancio Lozoya, and another Spanish Communist, Mariano Munoz, dur=
